The 300 iron work- 
ers and the one tin plate dipper made some 
demands upon Niedringhaus and then 
waited to see what he would do. 


He want to Washington and asked the 


powers there to allow him to import some 
•tilled workmen from the pauper districts 
of England and Wales. The result of this 
petition Is thus told in a dispatch to The 
Blobe-Democrat:

Just one tin 
plate dipper went on a strike, and Niedring- 
fcans Bses this as a pretext to have the law 
against tbe impo 
under contract set asi 


IIow is that smooth gentleman going lo 


replace the 300 iron workers who went on a 
strike? Just give him a little time and he 
wii! show you how that card is turned. He 
can bring over 300 alleged tin plate dippers 
and let them serve a lifetime apprenticeship 
as iron workers. They can step into Mr.

WHY WE ABE DEMAQOGVES. 
The Rep still thinks the Ohio democrats
